22.— W ith the 
announcement of tho payment 
of a single pool amounting to 
nearly a half million dollars, by 
tbs Santiago Orange Grower* as­ 
sociation, Saturday, santa the joint 
announcement that a special moat­ 
ing of the directors af the associa­ 
tion would ba hold immediately to 
compléta plans for the building of 
a unit tho sis# af 
the present 
plant. 
The payment of this pool brings 
tho total net returns to growers 
tor the season to $1,180,000, the 
sum being an Increase oyer that 
paid out by the association at this 
time last year, according to R. E. 
Gross, secretary and manager of 
tho association. This increase in 
net returns brought tho aum of 
|433,202.€0 to growers warn made in 
spite of the fact th at shipments 
this year were considerably under 
those of last yeas*. 
The present pool consisted mostly 
of August fruit and paid tho larg­ 
est returns of any made this sea­ 
son. 
It consisted of 200 cars of 
80.379 boxes. Pool No. t was the 
largest in point of shipments con­ 
sisting of 90,000 packed boxes. 
The association is now working 
on pool No. < and returns for 
pool No. 8, which was just finish- 
ft^fe^*paS^TS^ irfSKte 
pool later In tho season. 
About 728 cars of fruit will bo 
shipped by tho Santiago plant this 
year, according to Gross. It Ii 
expected that the pressent pool, 
packing of which will ha finished 
the latter part of the week, finish­ 
ing the season. 
About 880 cars of fruit bawl been 
shipped this year while nearly 1200 
were shipped last year. Of the 728 
cars that will Include the see eon’s 
pack. it Is estimated that about 
60 cars will ho navels and the rest 
valencias.

HOOVER FRIEND OF LABOR 
Herbert Hoover’s magnificent rec­ 
ord of service to all mankind Is 
so broad as to overshadow bls ac­ 
tivities la behalf of any one par­ 
ticular class or group of people. 
However, there to one phase of bls 
work so outstanding as to merit 
particular emphasis. It Is bls rec­ 
ord as a friend of labor. It is not 
tho record of a day, a month, nor 
a year. It Is the record of a score 
or more of years Interwoven Into 
a career of world-wide activity. 
In a book written In 1999 on The 
Principles of Mining. Mr. Hoover 
said: 
“Given a union with leaders who 
eon control the members, and who 
are disposed to approach differ­ 
ences In a business spirit, thsre ars 
fsw sounder positions for employ­ 
ers, for agreements honorably car­ 
ried out, dismiss the constant har­ 
assm ents of possible strikes. Such 
unions exist in dosens of trades In 
this country, and they ars entitled 
to greater recognition. 
Tho tim# 
when the 
employer 
could 
ride 
roughshod over his labor is disap­ 
pearing 
with 
the 
doctrine 
of 
laisses faire, on 
which 
It 
was 
\ founded.’’ 
And his every public and private 
utterance sines that time has bosn 
in accord with that statement mads 
long before he had any thought of 
entering publio life. 
Herbert Hoover was born the 
son of a blacksmith, left an or* 
phan at the age of IO, and was 
earning his own living at the age 
of It. 
He worked his way through col­ 
lege by working at the hardest of 
jobs, finally being graduated as a 
mining engineer. 
When he could 
not get a Job as engineer after 
leaving school, he worked as a 
miner until he obtained an engin­ 
eering 
poslUon. 
He 
afterwards 
spent 20 years as a successful en­ 
gineer In the United States and In 
Introducing American methods and 
in Installing machinery In various 
foreign countries. 
Wage Seales Compared 
In an address in the Memorial 
Hall. Springfield, Ohio, October 91, 
1926, while making a comparison 
with American wages and those 
paid In Great Britain, Mr. Hoover 
said in part: 
“Nor have these advances In the 
condition of American labor been 
aoeeaipushed by the grinding 
men between the millstones of In­ 
dustry. 
The hours of labor here 
have 
sensibly 
decreased; 
the 
amount of leisure has Increased. 
The 
present 
administration 
has 
finally cured that great sore of the 
labor world—the 12-hour day and 
the 94-hour week. 
It has now 
been abolished from all American 
industry. 
And this was not ac­ 
complished by legislation, not by 
strikes, but by co-operation be­ 
tween government and the Indus­ 
tries themselves. 
And the move­ 
ment of lessening of hours of labor 
and Increase of leisure Is not at an 
end; there will be further shar­ 
ing by labor in the increased pro­ 
ductivity that comes with the de­ 
velopment of science and industry 
and with sound policies of gov­ 
ernment.” 
In an address, October SI, 1914, 
In 
San Francisco, among other 
things, Mr. Hoover said: 
“American men did not want 
charity, the American woman In 
the kitchen does not want gifts. 
Tbs most precious thing in her 
life lo an honsst-to-God Job for 
her man."

lature, assisted in writing this on 
the statute books. 
Hs has been a consistent advo­ 
cate of Improvement In rural edu­ 
cation, and has frequently mads a 
plea that the cities ars as much in­ 
terested as the

communi­ 
ties In proper educational facilities 
for the children of the farm, believ­ 
ing that unless such facilities are 
provided the drift to the cities will 
be further encouraged, since educa­ 
tion for children is one of the first 
concerns of parents. 
He secured in 1025, over $9,009,- 
090 additional 
appropriations for 
rural schools. In 1926 he called a 
conference of educators and clo­ 
w ns interested In public 
educa­ 
tion, to consider the cost of financ­ 
ing education. As a result of their 
recommendations he has Initiated 
a policy of Increased State quotas 
to local schools amounting to $16,- 
800,000 in 1927 and In 1923. In the 
aine years since his first term of 
office. State appropriations for pub- 
Se education have increased from 
$11.554,597 to $86,197,597. a total lo­ 
ot $74,673,99». 


Smith's Record en World War 
Veterans 
Ha has assisted in securing the 
State bonus for the veterans of the 
World W ar from the state of New 
York. He also signed bills to assist 
In th* re-education of disabled sold­ 
iers and special scholarship funds 
tor them. 
He 
inaugurated 
and 
carried 
through a special hospital for men­ 
tally disabled World War veterans 
—largest and best equipped insti­ 
tution of its kind In the country, 
and on September 
24, 
1927, 
the 
completed buildings were dedicated. 
It accommodates a thousand pat­ 
ients. 
Humanitarian Work 
He signed the largest appropria­ 
tions in the history of the State for 
the support of the hospitals for the 
Insane and mental deficients. 
He signed large 
appropriations 
for fire protection and prevention, 
and advocated and signed appro­ 
priations for adequate salaries for 
attendants and nurses In State in­ 
stitution* His policy, here, has been 
one of consistent humanitarianism 
and of conserving the best interests 
of the State In its care of unfortu­ 
nates. 
Saved $91,000,000 Taxss 
Governor Smith proposed and se­ 
cured a reduction of 26 per cent on 
the direct tax, which caused a sav­ 
ing to taxpayers of $8,650,000 for 
that year. Together with the sav­ 
ings on income tax. the taxpayers 
of the State were saved very near­ 
ly $17.000,000

The contract made between the General Electric 
Company and the Soviet Union of Russia is a most 
important action which will affect the relationship 
between the United States and Russia in several 
ways. 
The confidence which the General Electric 
Company has demonstrated by this action in the 
responsibility of Russia and in her honor and in­ 
tegrity to meet a long term credit evidences a re­ 
markable change in sentiment. 
The contract involves $20,000,000 for electrical 
apparatus, 25 per cent of this is to be paid down 
and the balance is to be extended as a five-year 
credit. 
The fact that the State Department at 
Washington made no objections to this contract is 
indicative that credit may be extended in other 
ways to Russia to meet her expanding economic and 
industrial needs. 
It indicates also that it is recog­ 
nized that the Russian Soviet Union and the Rus­ 
sian people are becoming established on a more firm 
financial basis and are becoming generally more 
trustworthy. 
It indicates a development in Russia 
itself which is very credible to the thrift and en­ 
ergy of the people. 
While it has been known, of course, that Russia 
has for several years been changing her attitude 
in respect to private capital, this act is a demon­ 
stration not only of such change on her part but 
that the genuineness of it is accepted on the part of 
foreign capital. 
It is also suggestive of the pos­ 
sibilities of foreign trade with Russia, for along 
innumerable lines the products of American fac­ 
tories can be used in Russia and the natural re­ 
routes of Russia can balance the trade as is neces­ 
sary. 
It may or may not foreshadow the recognition of 
Russia by the United States in the near future, but 
whether or not it does it certainly is indicative that 
the United States has become the beneficiary in 
part. and will become more so, of the great trade 
of Russia.

this room.” 
Nor will she explain 
to the questioning principal, "This 
class has been so careless and dis­ 
orderly lately that I made th an 
stop all work and sit In order for a 
period.” She and he win know that

If things 
were going wrong It was not be­ 
cause the children were wrong, but 
because the program or the content 
or, tho method or all three were 
not In harmony with the growth 
of tho children.
